not daring, by a folemn Treaty, to yield 
it up, they might whifper the Spanifh 
Minifters, and teil them; We are forry we 
don’t dare five it you up, but we will a- 
gree it fhall be left defencelefs, and then 
you may eafily take it, and we not call’d 
to an Account for it. This is not at all 
improbable, when we confider how in- 
duftrious our Minifters have been to find 
out Expedients to be well with Spain, for 
the Good of their Country.

In anfwer to this, in the firft Place, I 
don’t believe Spain will ever pay us a Far- 
thing of the Money; and in the next 
Place, fuppofe the Money mention’d fhou!d 
be paid the Merchants, let us fee how 
much Spain is to pay us of it. 
Why, in § firft Place, towards making 
up the one hundred and fifty five thou. 
dand Pounds for the Satisfaction of the 
Merchants, Spain infifts on England al- 
lowing her fixty thoufand Pounds as the 
remaining Part of a Debt due to her for 
having deftroy’d her Fleet in the Year 
1718, Very Gracious indecd, that they 
did not carry her Demands as far back as 
Q. Elizabeth's Reign, for the Fleet then 
deftroy’d. : , 
But as ftrange as this Demand of Spain 
may feem from her, it is much more fo 
in thofe who have agreed to it ; for it has 
been already once fatisfy’d, as appears by 
thofe Papers on your Table, which are 
Copies of the Inftructions fent to our Mi- 
nifters in Spain at the Treaty of Seville, 
wherein is menticn’d as follows: In cafe 
Spain fhall make any further Demands of 
ow for che lofs of their Fleet, deftroy’d 
y Sie George Byng, afterwards Lord Tors 
rington, you are to tell the Spanifh Mini- 
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fiers, that Spain has been already amply 
fatisfy’d, and you are not to enter into 
any farther. Di with them.on that 
Head. 

Another Time Spain paid themfelves 
this Demand by feizing the South-Sea 
Company’s Effects, Spain at that Time 
declaring that they were feiz’d arid Kept 
on that Accounf: Bur what dées ic ly, 
if for the fake of obtaining this m - 
vantageous Convention we fhould pay it 
her a third Time? And then it reduces 
what Spain is to pay us, to ninety five 
thoafand Pounds,, 

In the next Place, towards paying the 
ninety five thoufand Pounds, the King of 
Spain infifts by his Proteft, a3 I mention’d 
before, That the South-Sea Company fhall 
immediately pay him fixty.cight thoufand 
Pounds, being a Debt due to him from 
the Company, on one Head of Accounts, 
tho’ at the fame Time, on other Heads of 
Accounts, his Majefty is indebted to the 
Company a Million over and above, as 
appears on your Table, for which they 
are to ftay his Time. 

Now thefe two Sums make one hun- 
dred and twenty eight thoufand Pounds, 
that I think England is to pay our Mer- 
chants inftead of Spain (if ever paid) ; fo 
there remains but twenty feven thoufand 
Pounds for Spain to pay, of which twenty 
feven thoufand Pound, fhe has taken 
Care to be excufed from paying one Par- 
thing, as appears by the Stipulations by 
way of Draw-back, inferted in the 4t 
Article of the Cenvention, and the 2d fe. 
parate Article. 

For by thofe Articles Span is to dedu& 
out of the Money fhe is to pay whatever 
fhe may have already given in SatisfaGtion 
for any of our Ships that have been taken. 
And England is alfo to allow Spain the 
Value of the St Therefa, a Ship of theirs 
that had been {eiz’d in the Port of [Dublin 
in the Year 1735. Allthis isto be fettled 
by our Plenipotentiaries, and I think we 
fhall come off well, if on the Balance of 
Accounts, inftead of receiving the twenty

for nothing is fo deftructive to public 
Deliberations as Heats and Animofities. 


But, my Lords, I hope we fhall never ¢ 


avoid them fo as to become unanimous 
in our Approbation of Meafures de- 
ftructive to our Country. I hope; my 
Lords, no Confideration fhall ever 
Influence your Lordfhips to fuffer the 
f{candalous and deftruétive Methods, that 
‘have funk this Empire to the loweft 

ce of Contempt amongft our 
Neighbours, to pafs: unexamined and 
uncenfured. I fee here many young 
Lords, who have lately arrived from 
their Travels, and have had Oppor- 


tunities to know the Difpofitions of Z 


‘foreign Courts. 1 would willingly ap- 
peal to them, my Lords, I would will- 
ingly appeal to every Lord who has 
“travelled Abroad within thele fifteen or 
'fixteen Moons, if. this Court is not held 


in the higheft-Contempt by all our » 


Neighbours, and if we are not become 
“the very Jeft and Ridicule of all Dega- 
ka. What, my Lords, can this be 
owing to? Mutt it not be owing tothe 
Weaknefs, the Irrefolution, and the 
‘Pufillanimity of our own Councils ? 


Right to fearch Blefufcudian Veflels, 
the great Minifter of that Empire would 
not permit fuch an Ambaffador to come 
into his tenth Antichamber of State. 
Yet, my Lords, we, who once fuffered 
no Rival on the Seas we, who once 
were courted, who once were dreaded, 
are the only People in the World whe 
patiently, who tamely, wlio for along 
time have fuffered that infamous Brand 
of Servitude. And what, my Lerds, 
makes it more difgracéful; more infup- 
ortable, is, that we fuffer it from a 
People who have often begged at our 
Court for the Peace they now: refufe 
to us; a People, whom we never en- 
countered without defeating, and. who 
would ftill tremble at our Power, were 
they notencouraged byourPufillanimity. 
This, my Lords, 1 know is a heavy 
Charge : I could wifh it were lefs trues 
but, my Lords, our daily Wrongs pro- 
claim the Truth of it; the Contempt 
we are held in Abroad, the Difcontents 
that are vifible at Home, the Ruin of 
our Trade, are fo many Evidences of it 5 
tho’ the fulleft Proof was referved for 
this Convention: And yet, my Lords, 
this Convention, fcandalousas it is, is, 
I am afraid, but a Prelude to Demands 
that are ftill more exorbitant, and toa 
‘Treatment that is ftill more infamous. 
My Lords, their next Pretenfions will 
be to Part of our foreign Dominions, 
perhaps to fome valuable Branch of 
our ‘I'rade. I thould not be furprized, 
my Lords, if they fhould demand that 
one of our principal Seaport ‘Towns 


Mutt it not be’owing to the Incapacity @ fhould be put into their Poffeffion ; for, 


of thofe who have had the Management 
of our Intereftsat foreign Courts ? Had 
we {cent abroad Minifters endow’d either 
with Capacity or Spirit, would the Jbe-

WAS indeed very much prejudiced

thefe are no groundlefs Suppofitions ; 
they are founded upon Reafon, my 
Lords, they are founded upon Experi- 
ence. It is reafonable to believe that 
one People will take the advantage of 
the Weaknefs of another with whom B 
they are at Variance, whether this 
Weaknefs proceeds from the bad Situa- 
tion of their Affairs, from the Infuffi- 
ciency of their Miniftry, or from any 
other Circumftance. Experience, my 
Lords, tells us, that the /berians have 
never yet failed to improve all thefe 
Advantages over us: Tho’, give me 
Jeave to fay, they proceed all from one 
Root.

Head any farther to your Lordfhips, for 


you cannot be ignorant of what the

Lords, to {peak in this Strain to your 
Lordfbips on fuch an Occafion ; but, in 
my Opinion, this is the proper Time 
for removing the Difcontents and the 
Jealoufies @ now run thro’ all Ranks 
of Men on account of this Convention. 
By our Silence on thaf Head, by our a- 
greeing to the Amendment propofed by 
the noble Lord, we at leaft fufpend 
thefe Difcontents and Jealonfies, till we 
can have a proper Opportunity dor en- 
tirely removing them,as I hope we fhall G 
have as foon as the Convention is com- 
municated to this Houfe. Therefore, 
my Lords, fince the Addrefs, as it 
ftands amended, is fully expreffive of 
the moft dutiful Sentiments of Refpeé 


on the other fide of the Queftion, can- 
not be fuppofed’ prepar’d to anfwer his 
Lordfhip ; however, as I think that 
fo much of his Speech, as can be fup- 
pofed to have any Relation to the pre- 
fent Queftion, may very eafily admit 
of an Anfwer, I fhall crave the Indul- 
gence your Lordthips have alway fhewn 
me on fuch Occafions. The noble 
Lord was pleafed to fay, that the firlt 
Paragraph of the Addrefs moved for 
was fufficient for ail the Purpofes ofian 
Addrefs to his Majefty on this Occafion, 
and that all the reft was Incenfe to ‘his 
Minifters.

If this, my Lords, is requi- 
fite in private Matters, it is much more 
fo in Affairs of State, wherein the good 
Correfpondence that fubfifts betwixt his 
Majefty and the Senate is the principal 
Caufe of ourGovernment’s making that 
Figure bothat Home and Abroad which 
I thal] always defire it fhould,and which, 
I hope, it always will. The noble 


underftanding to our Prejudice. Then, 
my Lords, and it cannot be till then, 
we may fall into that Contempt, that 
Difregard,among ourNeighbours,which 
the noble Lord has defcribed.

yeady Way to extricate ourfelves out of 
all our. Difficulties ; whether they-pro- 
ceed from the Mifmanagement of thofe 
in, or the Practices of thofe out of 
Power. This Houfe, my Lords, ought 


a Mark: of Difrefpe& upon his Majeity, 
as to take no notice of the principal 
Tranfa&tion that his Minifters have 
negotiated fince laft Seffion, and which 
his Majefty has declared he will order 
With the 
Iberians, my Lords, it muft have this 
bad Effet; That they will immediately 
conclude, the Lilliputian Senate is re- 
folved to condemn this Negotiation at 
all Events. Therefore they will think 
themfelves under no Obligation to per- 
form any of the Stipulations on their 
part, fince the whole muft be ineffectual 
by its not meeting with the Approba- 
tion of the Senate. ‘This Notion, my 
Lords, will give them greater Encou- 
ragement than any Incident that can 


to be of no Party ; if the public Coun-E happen ; for if the Convention is inef- 


fels are embarrafs'd, if the Affairs of this 
Nation’ are in diforder, we ought to 
unite our Endeavours toretrieve them ; 
we ought to make that our firft Care ; 
and then we fhall have Leifure enough 


fectual, there is no Reafon that they 
fhould difcontinue their Depredations ; 
there is no Obligation for them to ful- 
Ail their Engagements. At the fame 
time they have nothing to apprehend 


to enquire by whofe Mifmanagement, ; from a State divided within ittelf, 


by whofe Treachery thofe Inconveni- 
ences have happened. 

I fhall readily admit, with the noble 
Lord, that Iberia has never yet failed 
to improve every Advantage fhe has 
obtained, to our Prejudice ; but J am far 
from thinking § thefe Advantages have 

n owing to the Management of our 
prefent Miniftry. But, be that as it will; 
if upon this Occafion we give the Jheri- 
ans the leaft Ground to fulpeé that there 
is not a perfeét good Underflanding be- 


where the Senate in a manner declares 
that they are refolved not to be fatisfied 
with a. Meafure which has been judged 
neceflary by the Sovereign and his Ad- 
miniftration, and declares this even be- 
fore they know what the Meafure is. 
My Lords, give me leave to fay, that 
our Agreeing to the Amendment mutt 
neceflarily have this Effeét; and, in 
that Cafe, my Lords, I fhould not be 
at all furprized if this-Alteration in the 
Iberian Conduét fhould be imputed to 


twixt his Majefty and the Senate, and H the Miniftry ; I fhould not be furprized 


amongft all the Members of the Senate, 
we give them the faireft Opportunity 
they ever had of improving that Mif- 


if, upon their Continuance of their 
Depredations, upon their feizing the 
Ships and Effeéts of all our Merchants 

in 
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in their Ports or ontheir Seas, we fhould 
hear all attributed to the Mifmanage- 
ment of the Miniftry, when, in reality, 
it would be owing to nothing but to our 
own Prejudices, which would not fuf- 
fer us to look into a Meafure that might 
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receive right Information, if ever there 
was a Jundture in which they were in- 
capable to receive it, it is the prefent, 
wherein the Succefs of our, Counfels in 
a great meafure depends on the Secrecy 
withwhich they are formed,and where- 


have prevented all thefe Confequences, A in the Minds of the People. are de- 


and might have probably put the Trade 
and [ntereft of this Nation on a fure 
and an honourable Foundation. 

My Lords, if I fhould follow the 
noble Lord who fpoke laft through e- 
very Argument he advanced, I fhould 
take a Method which I have already 

lamed. I cannot however ‘help obferv- 
ing that if, as the noble Lord feemed to 
infinuate we ought to do, we-make 
thofe without Doors not only Partners 
but Judges of our Counfels, we are 
then in a deplorable Situation indeed ; 
wemay then bid adieu to theDignity,to 
the Influence of this Houfeand Senate. 
Not that I am for difregarding the 
Senfe of the People; far from it, I 
have as greata Deference for their 


bauched by the vileft Infinuations that 
Faétion could fuggeft. No Pains have 
been fpar’d, no Arts have been want- 
ing, to make them believe that they 
havebeen weakly and wickedly govern- 
ed. Defamatory Libels have been in- 
duftrioufly, and I am afraid too fuc- 
cefsfully, propagated thro’ all Parts of 
the Empire. Majefty itfelf has 
been attacked through the Sides of the 
Miniftry ; in fhort, no Order however 
facred, no degree however high, has 
been exempted from Infult. Can a 
People, my. Lords, whofe, Hearts are 
thus debauched, whofe Judgments are 
thus perverted, decide with that Impar- 
tiality, with that Candour, which is re- 
quifite in judging of;-Public Affairs ? 


Judgment as is confiftent with theirD My Lords, if .the,.Miniftry. has heen 


own Intereft, or as I, or any Lord, 
ought to have. ~ But, my Lords, it 
fhould be always underftood that the 
Cafes, wherein their Judgment is to be 
confulted, be fuch as fall immediately 
When private Pro- 
perty is invaded by Power, when their 
own Rights and Privileges are attacked 
and violated, and when any notorious 
Breach is made in the Conttitution, the 
People from being Parties have then a 
Right to become Judges, in cafe they 
are denied all Redrefs from their Su- 
periors and Reprefentatives, But will 
any Lord affirm, that the Senfe of che 
People, or rather a Faétion amongft the 


‘ People, ought to influence, far lefs de- 


termine, wus in our Deliberations about 


Affairs of which the People can have no G is fo to me. 


right Information, and which they can 
only fee with the Eyes of thofe whofe 
Intereft it is to miflead them? 

My Lords, the Right to make Peace 
and War is indifputably in the Crown: 
Even theSenate itfelf, tho’ it has indeed 
a Right to advife, has none to dire& in 
fuch Cafes; and if ever there was a 
Cafe in which the People could not 


deficient. in any Point of their Duty, 
it is in the Indulgence they have fhewn 
to that Spirit of Liceneioufnefs and De- 
famation that.has gone abroad. But 
thisIndulgence proceeds from aT ender- 
nefs for Liberty ; and this Government 
has ever been cautious of fupprefling 
Licencioufnefs, :either in fpeaking or 
writing, left Liberty itfelf fhould fuffer. 

The noble Lord was pleafed to ap- 
peal to the young Hurgoes lately 
come from their Travels, when he men- 
tioned the Contempt which this Court 
and Nation are fallen imto Abroad. 
My Lords, if this Fact is fo notorious, 
as the noble Lord feemed to fuppofe, 
very probably it. would be no Secret to 
every Lord inthis Houfe ; but J own it 
For tho’ I have had the 
Honour of conyerfing with the Lords 
who have feen the other Courts of De- 
gulia, and with Men who have bad 
great Opportunities of knowing the 
Situation of Affairs Abroad, yet I never 
heard them infinvate that we were fo 
defpicable in the Eyes of foreign Courts 
as the noble Lord has reprefented us 
tobe, If, my Lords, we are to judge 
ieee of 
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of the Figure we make Abroad from 
the Effeéts which our Counfels have 
lately had, I will be bold to fay, that 
there’ is no Period of Time wherein the 
Charaéter’ of the Empire in general 
has been better fuftained. But; my 
‘Lords, I thall for once admit that our 
Court and’ Nation do not aét with that 
decifive Weight which formerly attend- 


‘ed our Counicls and Arms; yet I am 
‘far from ‘admitting that this’is a good 
‘Arguinent why we ought to agree to 


the propofed Amendment. If our Cre- 
di¢ and Reputation run fo low Abroad, B 


‘we have much: ftronger Prefumptions 


to believe that this is owing rather to 
the Arts of a difcontented: t'a€tion a- 
mongft ourfelves, than to our Govern- 
ment acting below its Dignity.’ I thall 
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have done mote, by bearing up againft 
fo many Difadvantages, than any Set.of 
Men who, fo far as my Reading or Ex- 
perience reach, ever a¢ted in public 
Charaéters: And this,.my Lords, will 
be fufficient in every impartial, in every 
unprejudiced Eye, to acquit them of 
any Imputation of their. facrificing 
the Honour of this Nation, either from 
public: Cowardice, or private Intereft. 
I have, -my Lords, been the longer on 


‘this-Point, becaufe I know the Opinion 


of our being pofillanimous and con- 
temptible at toreign Courts has been very 
induftrioufly propagated, with the worlt 
of Views ;and tho’ I dare fay the noble 
Lord who {poke laft touch’d upon it 
with the beft Intention in the. World, 
yet tis very probable that. he may be 


fuppofe that aForeigner, myLords,reads © mifinformed himfelf, and I am glad of 


the Performances of one of our weekly 
Retailers of Scandal and Defamation: 
He there fees the Government repre- 


‘fented in the moft ridiculous Colours ; 


he fees our moft publick-fpirited: Mea- 
fures burlefqued ; he fees every Man, 
who has the Honour to be about his 
Majefty’sPerfon,openly railed at and ca- 
Jumniated. What Conclafions may not 
fuch a Foreigner form? If he is igno- 
rant, as marily Foreigners are, of the 
vaft Liberty which every Lilliputian 


this Opportunity to let his Lordfhip 
know, that the Opinion of our being 
held in fuch Contempt abroad, is not 
near fo geperal as fome would infinuate. 

The noble Lord, who {poke firft for 
the Amendment, threw out feveral 
Things that feemed to ferve as the 
Foundation, of what was advanced by 
the noble Lord, who fpoke jait.

upon public Tranfactions, is it not na- 


- tural for him’ to conclude, that our Go- 
- vVernment is fo' weak that it dares not 


refent fuch grofs Abufes? If he looks 
upon us asa People governed by Laws, 
which ‘circumfcribe not only the Pow- F 
er of the Sovereign, but likewife bound 
the Liberty of the Subject, will he not 
naturally be furprized that the Govern- 
ment fhould not take the Advantage of 
thefe Laws, and punifh thofe who fo 
notorioufly violate them? Thus, my 
Lords, the Reafons why we are fallen 
intocontempt Abroad, if fuch a Fact 
were true, may be very eafily account- 
ed for, without throwing any Slur upon 
our Government or Miniftry. 

If, my Lords, the Faét is otherwife, 
as I humbly prefume it is; if we ftill 
a& with Dignity, if we fill act with 
Weight at foreign Courts, the Miniftry 


Lord, from-what appears upon the Face 
of his Majeity’s Speech, to prove that 
a People who difown their unjuft Pro- 
ceedings, who have engaged to pay 
Damages, who ‘have agreed to remove 
all Occafion of the like Complaints for 
the future, have outwitted thofe with 
whom they treated ; it will be a very 
difficult. Matter, my Lords, to prove 
that thefe Stipulations are any Marks 
of Victory and Triumph. ‘1 he nobje 
Lord who fpoke laft, however, reafon- 
ing from fuch unlikely Suppofition, 
faid, that this Convention, fhameful as 
it is (tho’, by the bye, his Lordthip 
was not pleafed to give any one pofi- 
tive Reafon why he thought it fhame- 
ful) was but the Prelude to more {can- 
dalous ‘I'erms. My Lords, there is no 
doubt that «ne Nation, who has Dif- 


ferences with another, will do all. fhe 
can 
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can to have thefe Differences accommo- 
dated in the Manner that is moft ad- 
vantageous to herfelf ; and if fhe finds

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But, my Lords, if this Convention fhall 
appear to be a good one, as we havé 
all the Reafon in, the World to believe 
it is, give me leave to fay, that our 
Minifters are not anfwerable for any

ftice : Nay, in fuch a Cafe, if, after the 
Conclufion of even an equitable Treaty,

But can any Lord fay that either of 
thefe is, or abfolutely will be, the ‘Cafe 
betwixt Great Lilliput and Iberia? No 
Lord, who does not know what the 
Convention is, can fay that it is advan- 
tageous to Iberia; therefore he cannot 


regularly objeét to it, till it is commu- Cc 


nicated to the Houfe, No Lord, I am 
 furé, will contend that Jberia is fo far 
fuperiour to us in Force, as to be ina 
Condition toimpofe upon us her own 


Terms; and if any Circumftance, any p 


Accident, fhall hereafter happen that 
fhall put it in her Power to violate her 
Faith with Impunity, give me leave to 
fay, my Lords, that it is not quite a fair 
Way of reafoning to impute that to the 
Lilliputian Miniftry : For the fame 
Argument may ferve equally againft 
all Treating whatfoever, fince it is im- 
poflible to forefee Contingencies. I would 
willingly put it toany of your Ldfhips, 
whether, if the Blefufudians fhould 
avowedly, and without fo muchas a Co- 


may have made to break it, or any un- 
forefeen Contingency that may hereaf- 
ter encourage them to evade it. 

What I have faid on this Head will, 
my Lords, I hope, obviate what fell 
from the noble Lord who fpoke laft, 
when he reprefented theLi//putians as in 
the laft Agonies of their Liberty. I 
own, my Lords, that Expreflion pre- 
fented to my Imagination the moft dif- 
agreeable Idea that can poffibly occur 
to any Man who feels the leaft Affecti- 
on-for his Country. But my Comfort 
is that the Liberties of Li/iput are fafe, 
while.we ourfelves have Courage and 
Honefty enough to unite in their De- 
fence. The Liberties of Lilliput, my 
Lords, can only be loft by the Trea- 
chery of a Faétion within ourfelves, 
who are refolved rather to give them up 
than to forego the darling Schemes 
hatched by their Ambition and nurfed 
by Revenge. ‘And, my Lords, as the 
noble Lord faid very juftly, that no Lord 


‘ who wifhed well to his Country could 


be an unconcerned Speétator while it is 
endanger’d by a foreign Power, I dare 
fay no fuch Lord will look tamely on 
while it’s Liberties are facrificed to a 
domeftic Faftion.

Stipulations contained in Treaties be- 
twixt us and them, it would be juft in 
this Houfe to blame and to reproach 
the Miniftry who made thefe Treaties?

Iberian Monarch fhall pay for the Ex- 
pences we have been at in our Arma- 
ments: upon this Occafion. My Lords, 
fech an Infinuation can be made only 
by thofe who are fo much the Enemies 
of Peace, that they will make ule of 
the vileft, the moff unreafonable, Sug 
geftions to obftruct it. One Nation’s 
paying for the Expences another has 
been at in her Armaments to objain 


tothis Nation as any War ever was to 
any Nation. I fhould be glad to know 
of the fame noble Lords, whether the 
Belgians infifted on any fuch Reparati- 
on, tho’ their Motives of entering into 
that War were as jug as ours; and they 
were perhaps lefs able to be at the 
Expences of that War than Li/“put 
was.

Unanimity, .my 
Lords, can only be brought about by 
every Lord in this Houle contributing 
all that is in his Power towards difco- 
vering by what means it has happened 
that the folemn Refolution of this 
Houfe, which was laid before his Ma- 
jefly, has been negle&ted, wilfully, ne- 
glected, by the Negotiators of this Con- 
vention.

Plenipotentiaries, 
my Lords, have full Powers, and if a 
Plenipotentiary aéts in confequence of 
thefe Powers, his Aé& is the Act of the 
Sovereign, and muft, according to the 
Law of Nations, be looked upon ag 
binding upon an Empire; and the full 
Powers protect him from being called 
toan Account by his Sovereign for his 
Actions, It is true that this Houfe and 
Senate may call a Plenipotentiary to 
Account, if he fhould accept of, or exe- 
cue, any Power that gives up what is 
the Property of this Nation ; but other 
Nations, however, would look upon 
the Act of that Plenipotentiary as va- 
lid. I need not inform your Lord- 
fhips that the Powers by which Com- 
miffaries a€t are more circumfcribed, 
becaufe every thing they do muft re- 
ceive the San¢tion of their Conftituents 
before it can be of force.

Were Mr Whitefield’s Notions attended 
with Slavifh Contequences, they ought 
to be fupprefs’d; tor tho’ a Violence , 
would. be done thereby to Religious Li-* 
bercy, yet that Liberty is never to be al- 
jowed. of when it clafhes with, or runs 
counter to, Civil Liberty. 

But as P. Q. has produced nothing to 
prove his Charge of Slavith Principles a- 
gainit thofe Doétrines, 1 will appeal to 
himfelf, whether the Methoditis ought G 
het rather to be encourag’d than fup- 
prefs'd (efpeciaily if their Preaching has 
finch Influence upon rhe People) fince 
they exclaim againit Slavith Principles, 
and other Eccletiaitical Impoficions, which 
feem to be the true Grounds of all the 
Clamours raifed againft them.

For thofe Principles, being fix’d, as well 
as fuited to the Underftandings of alk 
Sorts of People, would prevent the pers 
nicious, or otherwife erroneous Interpree 
tations of interefted, ignorant, or infatue 
ated Men. The Scripture would then be 
no ‘longer a Nofe of Wax (as Divines 
them{eives have termed it) liable to be 
moided into any Shape. Diredted by this 
infallible Rule, every Body would be a 
Judge of the true Senfe of it; fo that 
10 one could be deceived himfelf, or be 
able to deceive others. And there is the 
more Reafon, as well as Neceffity, for 
having recourfe to Natural Religion on 
this Occafion, in regard it is allowed to 
be the Bafis of Chriftianiry, which there- 
fore fhould be conformable to it. 

Buc poflibly P. Q. would not be for 
carrying the Reformation fo far< His 
Zeal for fuppreffing Enthufiafm and Sla- 
vifh Principles feems to be confined 
wholly to Sectaries, and not to extend to 
an Eftablifh’d Church, however corrupt 
it might be. This, indeed, isthe Drift 
of his whole Letter ; and to colour his 
Partiality it is alledg’d, that amy great Se- 
paration from the Eftablifh’d Church, tho’ 
to anew one which is more pure and per- 
fe, may be an Occafion of endangering 
the publick Peace. 

But if this Reafon be of any Weight, 
no Seé ought to be fupprefs’d, nor any 
Reformation ever attempted, tor are f 
endangering the Publick Peace. If thefe 
be not Slavifh Principles in Religion, 
which will carry along with them the Prin- 
ciples of Civil Slavery, I know not what 
are: For by the fame Rule that People 
mutt fubmit to a corrupt Church, they 
mult fubmit to a corrupt Government.

EING glad of every Opportunity to 
celebrate the Wifdom and Juttice of 

the Legiflature, I will make a few Re- 
marks upon ome AGF of publick Urility, 
which was pafs’d the laft Seffion of Pat- 
Jiament ; and to oblige the minifferia 
Writers for once, I will treat it with al 
pofible SerioufnefS. I mean the “e 
oF 
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for the more cffzétual preventing of Ex- 
CESSIVE 4Ua@ DECEITFUL GAMING; 
which, notwithftanding all former Lows, 
hath continued to increafe and multipiy 
into different Shapes, to § great Interrup- 
tion of Trade, the Difcouragement of Jn- 
dufiry, and the utter Ruin of many Fami- 
lies, who are ignorant of thefe Frauds. 

It is enacted by this Law, that every 
Perfon, who {ets up any private Lottery, 
Sale, or Raffle, to be determined by Lot 
or Drawing, whether out of a Box or 
Whiel, ox by Cards or Dice, or by any 
Machine, or Device whatfoever, fhall, up- 
on Conviction before any Juffice of Peace, 
upon the Oath of one creditable Witnefs, 
forfeit the Sum of 2004. to be levy’d by 
Diftrefs and Sale of the Offender’s Goods ; 
and if they are infufficient to anfwer the 
Penalty, and the Offender does not imme- 
diateiy pay the Moncey, or give Security for 
the fame, any Jufiice, or Mayor, may 
commit him to the Couuty.Goal for fix 
Months. 

The fame Penalty is inflited upon e- 
very Perfon, who fhall make, print, or 
advertife Propofals or Schemes tor advare 
cing {mall Sums of Money,amounting inthe 
Whole to large Sums, to be divided a- 
mongft them by Chances in the Prizes of 
any publick Lotteries eitablithed by AG of 
Parliament, or fhall be any Ways con- 
cern’d in delivering out Tickets to Perfons 
advancing fuch Sums, intitling them to a 
Share of the Money fo advanc’d, accord- 
ing to fuch Propofals or Schemes. 

The Games of the Ace oF HEARTS, 
PHARAOH, BAssET, and HazaRD, are 
fpecifically declar’d to be Games, or Lot. 
terics, by Cards or Dice, within the In- 
tent and Meaning of this J; the Pe- 
nalty for playing at fuch illegal Games 
gol. to be fued for and recover’d as a- 
forefaid. 

It is likewifé declar’d, that all fuch 
Games, Lotteries) and Sales, fhall be ab. 
folutely void, and that all Houfes, Lands, 
Plate, Fewels, and other Goods, expofed 
to Sale in this Manner, fhall be forteired 
to any Perfon or Perfons, who fhall {ue 
for the fame. 

There is, indeed, an Appeal from the 
Fupices tothe next Quarter Seffions for any 
Perfon,, who thinks himfelf aggrieved by 
their Determination; but it is under fe- 
veral Reftrictions; for the Appellant is 
not only to pay treble Coffs, if the Judg- 
ment be affirm’d; but it is provided that 
no fuch Convittion made, or fudgment 


given, fhall be fer afide at the Quarter Sef- H authoriz’d by Law. 


Jions, for want of Form; nor any Writ of 
Certiorar/, or other Procefs be iffued to 
remove the Record of any fuch Convici-

1. That the Penalty of 10/.0n Juffices 
or Mayors, for neglecting or refuling to do 
their Duty, may feem too fmall; for that 
is certainly as high an Offence, as the car- 
rying on, or being concerned in any of 
the Games hereby declared to be unlawfid. 

2. That nothing in this AG, or in any 
former Acts againit Gaming, fhall pre-- 
vent any Perfons from playing at thele 
Games, within any roya! Palace, where 
his Majetty, his Heirs, or Succeflors, fhal! 
then refide - Whether the Verge of 
the Court is included in this Exemption, is 
C not exprefSly declared ; but it the Palace
